Sir,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  consideration  the 
Annual  Reports  on  the  Health  Services  of  the  town  for  the  years 
1940  and  1941.  The  Reports  are  compiled  in  accordance  with 
Circular  2067  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  which  states  that  the 
Report  should  be  confined  to  essential  and  urgent  matters  which 
have  affected  the  Public  Health. during  the  period  in  question, 
especially  in  matters  arising  from  or  connected  with  the  war. 

The  years  1940  and  1941  were,  of  course,  dominated  by  the 
course  of  the  war,  and  after  the  evacuation  from  Dunkirk,  in 
which  Margate  played  a  part  of  which  it  may  well  be  proud,  the 
town  became  an  evacuation  area  and  the  work  of  the  Health 
Department  was  modified  to  meet  the  new  conditions. 

Previous  to  Dunkirk,  in  the  early  part  of  1940,  there  was 
an  outbreak  of  cerebro  spinal  meningitis  which  was  fortunately  of 
short  duration.  After  evacuation,  the  Health  Department  Staff 
had  to  take  an  ever  increasing  part  in  Civil  Defence  work,  the 
organisation  and  training  of  the  Casualty  and  Decontamination 
Services  being  the  chief  responsibility.  This  was  undertaken 
by  all  the  staff  who  remained  with  the  Borough  Health  Department 
and  I  should  like  to  record  here  the  fact  that  they  worked 
sometimes  continuously  day  and  night  with  the  utmost  good  will. 

With  evacuation,  problems  of  overcrowdings, and  ill  health 
due  to  this  cause  disappeared  and  the  year  1941,  in  spite  of 
disturbed  conditions  due  to  the  war,  was  a  rem&rkably  healthy  one 
for  the  inhabitants  of  the  Borough. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  thank  the  Members  of  the 
Maternity  and  Health  Committees  and  also  the  Emergency  Committee 
for  their  help  and  support  during  these  two  years. 

My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  whole  of  the  Staff,  who  have 
all  worked  loyally  and  with  a  will.  By  the  -end  of  1941  the 
Department  was  being  carried  on  by  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector, 
the  Chief  Clerk,  and  myself,  with  two  Health  Visitors  and  three 
midwives .
